The Meeting Proved That Ihc Temper-

Organized 


Party In England—DeleRHten from Dis- 
tant Provincial Towns In Attendance— 
The Roman Catholic Contingent a Very 
Useful One—Wlutt the Government In- 
tend! to Do. 
LONDON, June 7.—There was held Sat- 


urday the biggest temperance demonstra- 
tion ever organized. It was of greater 
proportions than the demonstration of 
1888 
It has 
often been said that the 


Temperance party Is the best organized 
party in England, and now tho leaders 
have proved it. For more than two weeks 
past committees have been sitting in Lon- 
don until Friday, when the organization 
for the demonstration in Hyde Park was 
completed and where Saturday the pub- 
licans pension bill was denounced a.1 n bill 
has seldom becii denounced Ijefore. It 
was neither purely nor mainly a metro- 
politan gathering. Delegations from dis- 
tant provincial towns camo up to London, 
not in singles and couples, but In dozens 
and hundreds. Indeoil special excursion 
trains w«re run from surrounding towuB, 
while those centers which could not be 
personally represented rainwl in letters of 
congratulation and support.

distinction of party or creed all reformers 
attended.

the Roman Catholics, to whom Cardinal 
Manning addressed a few words of advice 
before they marched. Support from the 
Advanced Church of Kngland temperance 
society was also added. There were coun- 
cillors and member* of parliament by 
scores. The demonstration was not quite 
so big as the labor demonstration of last 
month, hut it' was a large affair. Not- 
withstanding this imposing demonstration 
the government huve naile^ their colors to 
the mast and have decided to stand or fall 
upon tlie question of compensation to the 
publicans. It is understood that Goschen 
is under pledges to the brewers, and con- 
sequently feolH bound to proceed with his 
proposals. 
Tho government intend to 


press forward with all tha force at their 
command the Local taxation, customs aud 
excise duties bill. 


The Government in Earnest. 


Much may happen in the course of the 


next few weeks to change the political 
situation, but it is known that the govern- 
ment are in earnest in this matter. At 
any rate the chancellor of the exchequer 
is in earnest, and, unless pressure is 
brought to bear upon him from Conserva- 
tive quarters, and especially from the 
members of tiio Church of England Tem- 
perance society, he will succeed in his de- 
signs. 
He will not, however, succeed 


without creating a good deal of friction 
both inside nud outside the cabinet, and 
already a coolness has arisen between him 
on tlie one hand and the chief secretary for 
Ireland and the first lord of the treasury 
on the other on account oi' the licencing 
proposals. 
Other members of the govern- 


ment do not hesitate to tay that sooner or 
later these licensing proposals will have to 
be abandoned.
